'8 contained in the advertisement for 
jroposals, and shall include one elomen- 
ary spellor, one pnmor, one series of not 
ess than three nor moro than six read- 
irs, one primary and ono practical arith- 
jnetic, one primary and ono complete 


Jnglish grammar, ono elementary al- 
'ebra, one history of tho United States, 
one physical, one intermediate and one 
ligb-sohool geography. Witbin thirty 
days after the proposals aro opeued,-tiie 
commissioners shall enter into contract 
with tbe best bidder or bidders for sup- 
plying 
tbo books desired. 
In tbe 


selection 
of 
books, tho 
commis- 


sioners may call one or all of 
tbe 


principals of the normal schools to their 
assistance. It is mado the duty of the 
commissioners to enforce tho fulfillment 
ot all contrioto. 
Contractors shall giro 


bonds in the sum ot S25,OCO for ouch 
book proposed to be supplied, guaran- 
teeing to provide a salesroom in sonic 
ono city in Wisconsin, nnd to keep con- 
stantly on hand a sufficient number of 
stid textbooks to supply the wants of 
tbe people of the state. Books shall bo 
supplied to all school officers at tbe 
price stated in the bidjot tho contractor, 


No pay is allowed to the comniission- 


ors or to the principals ot normal schools 
for their services—except traveling at>d 
other actual expenses. It shall bo un- 
lawful to use or permit to be used in any 
oubho school anj speller, primer, reader, 
arithmetic, grammar, algobra, history or 
geography, not supplied under the pro- 
visions of the law. 


It would be difficult to decide whether 


this bill meets tbe demands of tbe times 
or not One thing is quite clear, and tbat 
is, that a reform is needed in tbe manner 
of supplying our schools with text books. 
The preboct system is a cuoat and a bur- 
den, and should .be abolished. 
Every 


teacher and parent will agree with tho 
Gazette on this point.

The great planetary spectacle or tho 
month will be furnished bv Jupiter, 
which reaches opposition at 2 o'clocK on 
tho morning ot thn 19th, being then iu 
lino with tht earth and tbe sun, and giv- 
ing earthly observers an opportunity to 
see his full illuminated disk to ucusuul 
advantage, the earth being nearer to 
him then than at uny other point of hie 
course. He will attract a great deal of 
attention from telescopic observers, us 
well as from the non-professional star- 
gazers. 
The brlief of tho 
foremost 


scientists 
is that the great mass of 


Jupiter is in a fluid condition from heat, 
and that even without tho assistance ol 
tho sun he would shino to some oxtect. 
Mercury and Venus will bo morning 
stars during February. Mars will be un 
evening star till the lltb, when ho reacht E 
conjunction, but he will set icon fitter 
tho sun during tbe former period, and 
rise so soon after the great luminary dur- 
ing the latter period, and he will bo prac- 
tically out ot sight during the whole 
month. Saturn is an evening star, and 
will be in a good position for observation 
during the month. He is in tbe c. nstel- 
lation Taurus, and appears about the 
size of Aldebarau, tho leading star o£ that 
group. As Aldebaron is red and spark- 
ling, while Saturn is yellow, and shines 
with a soft, steady light, they may be 
easily distinguished. Uranus and Nep- 
tune will be morning stars.
